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the see | went into Angola in July of 1975 we started out with six million dollars and eventually the total 
budget was 31 million dollars now South Africa had has still the most modern army on the shores of Africa so 
of course they felt like this was going to be a cakewalk you know they felt like that it was going to be just a 
few weeks that they were going to take Luanda they're never going to back up and set up a you need a 
government the MPLA government asked for help say on a call for help and actually a lot of countries came 
to help the major country was Cuba very significant events occurred in Angola in 1988 where with the defeat 
of South African troops by Cuban and Angolan forces the whole balance of power in the area has been 
altered we're going to look at this comprehensively with interviews and sections from Cuban documentaries 
right now on alternative views 
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there's been some very important developments in South Africa involving Angola South Africa and other 
countries in that region in attempts to create peaceful settlements to some of the wars that have been going 
on in that region but you don't hear too much about this from the US media well we're happy to have with us 
today Kenneth Jones who's on the National Executive Committee of the Venter ramas Brigade who's been to 
Angola about a year ago and has carefully studied affairs in that area and it's going to give us an update on 
current situation in Angola and the entirety of South Africa in addition to our interview with Kenneth Jones we 
have extensive footage which came from Cuban television documenting the military aspects and a lot of the 
political aspects of the operation in Angola we also have updates by john stockwell former CIA officer who 
was instrumental in the activities in 1975 with the CIA in Angola for background information we'll take a brief 
look at a documentary about John called the CIA case officer by Saul and Al and Haskell Wexler well let's 
start with our interview with Kenneth Jones the Angolan Revolution the the Angolan reach independence in 
1975 and at that time there were three organizations one was called the MPLA the movement for the popular 
movement for the liberation of Angola the FNLA 
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for the liberation of Angola the FNLA and I'm going to get these names straight and UNITA and all three were 
FNLA was operated pretty much in the north you need to operate pretty much in the south and the MPLA 
operated throughout the whole country and at Independence in November of 1975 South Africa invaded now 
at this time most people wasn't sure which organization which group that they supported but in 1975 when 
the MPLA which was the government when Portugal Anglos was a Portuguese calling approachable pulled 
out MPLA formed a government at that time also South Africa invaded from the South is a air invaded from 
the north with the iron Veda from the north along with FNLA troops South Africa invaded from the south 
along with you needed troops so this made it clear for most people you know which was the true liberation 
movement and the CIA poured a lot of funds into it into lon Angola the sea | went into Angola in July of 1975 
we started out with six million dollars and eventually the total budget was 31 million dollars the first effort was 
arms that were sent from America to Kinshasa in US air force c-141 plane then from Kinshasa we hold the 
arms until needle and smaller the total was about 1,500 tons of arms 30,000 rifles and small rockets and 
mortars our funds and arms were going to two of the three angle affections one of them hit it up by Holden 
Roberto who had had a relationship with us for about 15 years and to Savini who had not been well known 
by the CIA he had the sole virtue of being in opposition to the MPLA and we were determined to oppose 
president Mobutu say year wanted 
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oppose president Mobutu say year wanted this program we bribed and we gave or $2,750,000 Cl officers 
went in as advisors and trainers they were called intelligence gatherers but in fact they were preparing our 
allies for combat well Diego fujita-san paladar for in their decision | fled to San Salvador on January 16th 
already with hey Ilan what did the enemy do in San Salvador Oh nuki kill VI e you mean what | saw how long 
he knows I'm a can the Americans were there I'm a canteen how do you know they were Americans hey 


como esta vez Americans okay Qantas Hierro lab when the villagers saw them with their own eyes they saw 
they were Americans museum worship under the air were twenty American P how many times it's not gonna 
prevail these Americans what did they look like were they white with a black today describe them now | 
welcome oh | thought oh my god they were your color comrade hey Twyla caught it no no | don't read they 
were not black they had chestnut eyes you know white there were not enough CIA advisers to make a great 
deal of difference however and we hired European mercenaries and we tried to hire white Angolan refugees 
to go back in as mercenaries fighting on our side the CIA collaborated with the South African and it was not 
officially ordered by the National Security Council but there was liaison at all levels the CIA was nervous 
about the role the Senate might play in this war senator Clark on the Foreign Relations Committee made a 
trip to Africa to review the situation Akbar 3/4 the Senate see | watched him with some apprehension to see 
that he didn't get information we didn't want him to have the Senate led by senator Clark shut down the 
angola 
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by senator Clark shut down the angola program in december of 75 well the Senate was shutting us down 
Cuban army eventually of 10 to 15,000 combat soldiers there's only one aircraft tanks and just swept over 
the FNLA and UNITA and we lost decisive Exodia a victory become driv3r the Africa that will change the 
course a passage in history Bobby so do than annoy the victory of the heroic people of Angola Cuba had a 
long history of support for African liberation | don't want to go into that it might take a little too much time but 
they supported in a Congo with Lumumba they they they worked with different groups in just all over Africa in 
terms of African liberation Che Guevara was there working with some African liberation movements in fact a 
lot of Cubans are black that a lot of the Cubans originally were slaves who came over from Africa to work on 
the Spanish sugar cane plantations so they have roots there and they still maintain the culture of the so- 
called mother country an interesting thing is that what | was reading one thing is really true they say one of 
the most interesting paradoxes of history is that if the slave traders knew that that the people that they were 
taking over you know to Cuba you to cut sugarcane and slaves we're going to come back centuries later and 
help liberate that territory they were just watching Benigni huh so there the situation is that the MPLA 
government is backed up into the capital Luanda there's two major armies one coming from the south you 
know South Africa put one of the biggest tank brigades together since World War two you know to attack and 
also from the north now South Africa had has still the 
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north now South Africa had has still the most modern army on the shores of Africa so of course they felt like 
this was going to be a cakewalk you know they felt like that it was going to be just a few weeks that they 
were going to take Luanda they're never going to back up and set up a you need a government the MPLA 
government asked for help say on a call for help actually a lot of countries came to help the major country 
was Cuba they they they discussed it and they decided that if if South Africa took Angola that all of Africa 
would be it would have to deal with a party and and and it would destabilize more and more borders so the 
African countries also supported Cuba coming that's just important point to make so Cuba sent over about 
forty thousand troops or so to stop the South African invasion they the South Africans at this time were right 
outside of Luanda but you know before the Cubans could come they have done a tremendous amount of 
damage you know to the Angolan countryside and I'm moving all the way up cuban stop them and then go 
and stop them another important point is that the the MPLA army was a guerrilla army which is totally i don't 
know if your viewers are into tactics of war but your hope man you trying to hold try to hold on your guerrilla 
arms they're different techniques holy data gee so yeah they really didn't even know how to do to fight the 
south africans air and you need to in effing la okay so so the Cuban army comes in um stops the attack and 
pushes South Africa all the way back to the borders of Namibia which is pretty amazing a small country like 
Cuba taking a giant like South Africa which was supported by the CIA in the United States and pushing him 
back and put their troops back to up to the north and then the South Africans immediately | wanted to 


negotiate and they were to negotiate because they knew that that the force that had been put together could 
have went right into Namibia and liberated a mini event but but but they they stopped at the Namibian border 
and 
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they stopped at the Namibian border and negotiated South Africa said that they would stay this should be a 
demilitarized zone on both sides of the Angolan border in the million Engler and that they would pull back of 
course what happened was they did they continually invaded they continued invaded and kept them invading 
up till you Know last year so that that's the historical situation | can if you want talk about some of the current 
well that's very interesting what's been going on in the last year or two to try to normalize yeah there's the the 
South Africans are saying they want to negotiate again | wouldn't trust him right right on both points South 
Africa's want to negotiate again and of course people wonder why is that why all of a sudden the South 
Africans want peace in Angola and and also already to sign the UN resolution 435 giving independence to 
Namibia which it was sure put in a swap of government Southwest | love this government yeah and it's so 
government today would have been trying to stop since they have been in in the Libyan well the point is this 
in november of first of all south africa's continued invade and and there have been how the defense of 
Angola has been over since 75 is they have built up three lines of defense the FNLA | mean a.m. the FOP 
low troops which is the Angolan on three lines of defense and then behind them the Cubans are the Cubans 
sit back and have really have not really been in battle since 75 76 yes the proper troops you know are so 
good now that they have been able to stop South Africa they the South African troops have never been able 
to get to the third line of defense the second line has always stopped the South African troops but South 
Africa decided that the balance of forces were such that they wanted because they were afraid that me that 
SWAPO was going to get independence from the maybe and a lot of things were happening around Africa 
and they were even destabilizing more countries more oh Mozambique type 
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more countries more oh Mozambique type in Teheran Mosin bleeding Mozambique to death said earlier their 
own Contras right right and they've been the sousou's you know Swaziland of Botswana they've been going 
to all these countries you know at will so they decided they see South Africa understands that that the most 
important country in southern Africa right now is Angola and they wanted to destabilize Angola more than 
any other country so what they decided was they put their hopes on attacking a small town which was a 
center of the MPLA military it was called quitter carnival and they were going to move the Angolans out of we 
took uninvolved put UNITA in and which is headed by Savimbi yet Joe guy has been to the United States by 
that he is South African connection okay CIA has been supporting Savimbi you know since before 75 even 
though he says he's a Marxist right caris Minerva says whatever whoever we talking to right said that's what 
he remarks as he did you know he's an author dinners yeah big opportunists okay as a matter of fact that 
you know one of the things that it's really clear is the CIA and the United States government support UNITA 
through a lot of fun in by supporting you need their support in South Africa we can't be fighting without the 
hasta South Africans we can't be fighting without asking the Americans a lot of the weapons that go to 
UNITA end up in South African hands anyhow they wanted to take this this town called cuido Colonel off and 
make it and you need a stronghold and then you need it was going to declare a government you know in and 
and and then ask for South African help if they were attacked so that was the plan so it sounded like a very 
good plan so they the South Africans moved in across the river we took kind of Olives on a river and started 
bombarding and staging we took on a row and this happened to November they the siege was went from 
November to March my remember of 87 to 
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November to March my remember of 87 to March of 88 that there was a siege they attacked the city meets 
once a month with major attacks coming in January February and March to try to pray and push the MPLA 
out of quita carnival the Angolans again asked the Cubans for assistance because they realized that this was 


the most serious attempt at breaking their sovereignty at either that has happened since 75 so they asked 
the Cubans for help the Cubans talked about it discussed it and decided that it was so important that they not 
take this time that they not only there were about forty thousand cubic troops already in Angola that so that 
they not only wanted to move those Cuban troops into battle but they sent twelve thousand of their best 
troops of there that were in Cuba to Angola this was a very complex undertaking particularly from the 
logistics point of view they doubted for the court for this operation the Cuban army will only take volunteers 
each person is interviewed to see if they have any personal objections to being a volunteer or if they have 
any 
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to being a volunteer or if they have any home problems or psychological problems which would prevent them

primitive and very few there were also losses and delays caused by mined roads those mines which are laid 
by Savimbi's forces and also a lot of bridges had been blown up by the guerrillas and by the South Africans 
and added to all this was the fact that this was occurring during the spring floods and so a lot of bridges were 
washed out as well as those which were demolished and blown up by the guerrilla forces nonetheless the 
Cubans did an amazing job of forwarding all of these areas by passing some areas and where this was 
impossible their engineers actually repaired and rebuilt the bridges themselves another monumental task of 
engineering and construction was building an airstrip which was close enough to the battle zone for close

sector only had eight tanks left to face the South Africans but the Angolans held particularly with the help of 
the fresh Cuban troops this is vitally important because the main thrust of the Cuban attack was going to be 
to the west and to the south of the city to meet the South Africans at the Namibian border rather than 
passively receive the South African attacks and then counter-attack 





there was a lot of heavy fighting from the end of January throughout February with South Africa attacking

brought to Washington in the winter of 86 remember he he was he was he dined at the White House and yet 
he went on television promising the aid that he was being given that he would attack Gulf oil facilities which 
facilities had been built by loans which Reagan had approved in addition to which he has kept the central 
part of Angola frozen and the Benguela railroad shut and that's as a year our big clients only economically 
viable egress to the sea is that railroad that we pay Savimbi to keep shut meanwhile the human horror the 
Red Cross counts 55,000 people in Angola who have been named by Savimbi's landlines an attack and 
George Bush continues to support those forces John one of the analyses that | heard about the the situation 
was that there was pressure within South Africa to get out they wanted to get out of the Angolan situation 
they didn't want to support it financially and also there were problems because their soldiers were getting 
killed so the United States said okay go ahead pull out we'll come in and we'll directly supervise the situation 
and take care of it so it wasn't a big victory for the Angolan government or for Cuba in that respect it was just 
a switch of people who were going to control it well this yeah this is exactly the point | was trying to make is 
that | Crocker playing big arbitrator and we didn't agree to give the region peace but it is a fact that 
knowmaybe is 
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peace but it is a fact that knowmaybe is getting its independence the South Africa is going to try to do what 
we did to Nicaragua 1933 when we pull the Marines out and created the guard and left it behind with 
Somoza you know and charged they're trying to create the same type of a situation and have a proxy control 
of it from the Cuban point of view the Angolans are being left facing a dire situation with Savina be still being 
funded to destabilize and the South Africans still coming across the border and the Cubans coming home 
and in Cuba's interests and and it's it's very difficult to fault them because they've they sacrificed a lot of their 
own and their own capital to the extent that they can and they're not a wealthy country to stick up for their 
allies in Golan's but this is the point at which they could in fact come home with having accomplished you 
know immeasurable objectives that is Namibia is independent because of what they did yet the 
independence of Namibia or any country in Africa is precarious because of the CIA presence there whenever 
an independent African nation takes a socialist road or a road that goes against the interests or ideologies of 
the CIA they destabilize the government Kwame Nkrumah wrote a book called class struggles in Africa that 
documented the raise the CIA over through about 25 progressive governments in Africa including and 
chromazone Guardian government in the 1960s so if Namibia takes a route that the CIA doesn't like they can 
act to destabilize it one way or the other so that's really the precarious situation that all independent nations 
in Africa face this is one of Chomsky's best points is that when the US when a country tries to escape our 
first effort is to bludgeon 
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escape our first effort is to bludgeon them back into the fold and if that fails as it did in Cuba conspicuously 
as it did in Vietnam conspicuously as it's done in Angola to date and Nicaragua to date and the fallback is to 
starve them out create economic chaos so that they will not be a positive example to anyone else to want to

armies in southern angola for about 10 years since the 75 thing they've costed billions of dollars in damages 
they raid and bomb throughout you know up into the central part of the country with the purpose of you know 
I'm just keeping the country off balance and keeping it at war and keeping it from being able to spend its 
money to build schools and hospitals and they've supported Savimbi because he can he can work with his 
guerrilla forces and go in and raid and blow things up deep into the country so they've armed him and fed 
him and kept him viable well superficially you know this is very appealing this guy is macho plus he is very 
charismatic he's a beautiful guy he's fun he's got these kind of wide popping eyes and his energy you know 
and he's he's got a quality which very few of these liberation leaders have which is he likes to fight he likes to 
be in the bush with his men and and you know everywhere else in the world the trouble like the contra 
commanders they want to be in Tegucigalpa bar in Miami and they don't want to go in there and die in the 
hills of northern Nicaragua they want to get in Maya and Managua and drive the Mercedes but Savimbi 
wants to be in there with his men directing the things and you know him well you see out time with him | 
guess did you | went into his lair and recruited 
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you | went into his lair and recruited him into program and then indirectly managed the lesson with him that 
charisma and his light you know is his yen for the the contest and he's fighting communists a Marxist 
government and then that's simple we have to support it we have a moral obligation to support him well let's 
give him some money now it gets a little bit more wrinkled Eve when you add in the fact that Savimbi isn't 
about Marxist oh yeah the Portuguese colonialists under a Marxist Maoist banner in the last year we've 
we've had Savina be going on television and telling about his plans if he ever gets into power to reorganize 
the country along Marxist lines now what we're doing and we've given them the first 15 million dollars to 
Savimbi and we've got trainers in there with him right now to train him in his terrorist activities and this is the 
man we would go in and work with now the congressmen and Senators that | was talking to would say well 
what are our alternatives and | was saying that's easy we establish relations with the government of Angola 
which is what Gulf and Rockefeller and everybody have been saying all along to provide the diplomatic 
umbrella and influence for our corporations that are doing great business there right now and then we order 
South Africa to get her troops out of the country because they have a policy of destabilizing this country and 
of course we shut off aid to Savimbi and hopefully starve him out so that he has a choice of working 
peacefully politically in the country which may be impossible now because there's so much bloodshed but it 
was possible originally or he can go live somewhere else and play some other game John what is the 
response of the rest of the world toward Angola you know what is it ninety seven percent of the world 
condemns this it's we're on 
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of the world condemns this it's we're on the wrong side for us to be holding hands with and working with 
South Africa and the brutalization of a black African country is criminal and just totally in politic and that's 
alternative use for this time we have a lot of people to thank for our program right now our camera person
